ordinances; for the perfection and car- 
ry into effect of comprehensive plans 
for tho removal of conflagration con- 
ditions; for the upbuilding of depart- 
ments of public safety fully equipped 
with modern apparatus, ami adminis- 
tered 
by 
trained 
and 
permanent 


forces; for the enactment and enforce- 
ment of ordinances which will safe- 
guard explosives and 
combustibles; 


and for the installation of 
separate 


high pressure water systems for lira 
service where' conditions 
warrant. 


There is not a city in the country 
which is not open to somo improve- 
ment in its practices anil methods re- 
lating to these subjects. 


These are the things which must be 


done, but they cannot be accomplished 
without constant arid widespread agi- 
tation. It takes the force of 
public 


opinion to accomplish any reform, and 
should this Idea of lire prevention re- 
ceive hearty aid find 
encouragement, 


for through it much of the educational 
work which is a prerequisite to any 
successful agitation may bo accom- 
plished. There Is a real and a vital 
necessity for teaching each citizen of 
the United States the 'significance of 
the national fire waste.

es zero. That low temperature. ho\v-, 
ever, is very rarely reached in El Paso. 


In. addition to the slabs used for 


forase', the plant also bears a fruit 
that is pleasing to the taste. It some- 
what resembles the orange. The plant 
also may be cut into strips and fried 
or boiled.

sampled the cactus food have found it 
very appetizing, blither Burbank not

California. The spineless variety was 
more of an evolution than a discovery. 
Burbank went to Mexico and obtained 
cacti having the fewest

spines he selected to continue the ex-

'inited all spines. 


• The cactus Is quite hardy, needs lit- 
tle care and is of little expense. Other 
crops In the southwest need irrigation. 
The spineless cactus, of course, will 
thrive without irrigation 
or 
water.

THK TOBACCO CENSUS 


The Commute Return* Arc JVol Ylt In 


For .Ml Growers, Hut It In Expected 
On or llrforc Nov. 15 
WASHINGTON'. D. C.> Nov. 7.—Di- 


rector William .1. Harris of the bureau 
of the census announces the. comple- 
tion of the canvass for the collection 
of the statistics of the quantity of leaf 
tobacco on hand Oct. 1, 1913. 


These statistics arc collected ns of 


April l ar.d Oct. 1 of each year. 
The 


dealers and manufacturers are allowed 
by the law 31 days in which to make 
the reports. 
There arc, however, al- 


ways a mirnl.c-r who. either uninten- 
tionally r.r wilfully, neglect to make 


the census reports until they aro re- 
peatedly reminded of tho requirements 
of the law, and in some cases it has 
been necessary to threaten to enforce 
the penal provisions. Under these con- 
ditions, it has always been difficult to 
obtain the reports for all of the estab- 
lishments carrying tobacco. 


Kor the report of April 1 the canvass 


was 
not 
closed 
until May 22. The 


greater rapidity with which the work 
has been completed for the canvass of 
Oct. l is due to the more satisfactory 
cooperative arrangements 
that, have 


been made with the bureau of internal 
revenue of the treasury 
department. 


Heretofore it has been necessary tor 
the 
bureau 
of 
the census to send -i 


number of clerks and.agents into the 
field to collect, by personal visit, the 
returns for the recalcitrant establish 
ments. This grcatlly delayed th,- work 
because H was impossible to appoint a 


sufficient number of agents to work 
only a Jew days In order to collect the 
statistics. It also entailed a great deal 
of expense. 
The bureau ot Internal 


revenue has arranged to allow the col- 
lectors in the different districts to call 
upon the recalcitrant establishments, 
either by telephone. letter, or division 
deputies, and request them to miko 
the census reports without delay This 
has added no' additional expense to the 
r'°m.°. V" collecto". and has greatlv 
facilitated the collection of the statis- 
tics and made a material saving to the 
federal government.

ing that the liability general agents o/

New York during the Walter ;• part of 
this week to act on thfc same matter. 
Th* necretary also stated that he'un- 


r&tandB the insurance . commisslon- 
is of other states than New York are 
in favor of renewing the old rates. 


The activity'of the Insurance brok- 


ers in this matter dates from a direc- 
tion iasued by Superintendent of ln- 
miranee William J. ' Emmet' of New 
York on Sept. 12, reaftirmine .a previ- 
ous direction to the insurance com- 
panies incorporated under the laws of 
that alate that.no company engaged in 
liability business should pay for ac- 
quUlllon expenses a. sum greater than 
30 per cent of the premiums received.

many Instances tome departments nre 
kept running day and Alight, while in 
others the employes are kept busy till 
late in the evening. 


The reporter in the courso of his 


trip was given a 
good 
opportunity 


through the courtesy of Smoke Inspec- 
tor Charles Rlley, and some of the mill 
agents to get considerable knowledge 
of the lifforts of the various corpora- 
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Its own printing and there IB a large 
box factory connected with tho plant. 
Merrimack Mfg. Co. 


Business Is also very good at the 


Merrimack .Mfg. Co.. where velvet Is 
manufactured on a large ecalc. Sev- 
eral departments run over time and 
In order to suuply more, power for the. 
plant, another large turbine, will soon 
bo Installed. This ml!! has one of thu 
Rncst equipped boiler plants In the 
city. It has 13 bollera. 17 of whlc)i are 
equipped with what la known as the 
Murphy stokers, while tho .other two 
have the Climax 
attachments. The 


oJlicials of tho mill arc well pleased 
with the- results of the Murphy stok- 
ers, which, they say, la a great saving 


lior.s to abate the smoke nuisance by both in coal and labor. Tho boiler 
installing smoke preventers and stok- 
ers, and It wits easily seen that Mr. 
Kiley is right on the Job anJ that the 
mill officials arc cooperating with him.

way from the Atlantic ocean, or 


the Pacific, to the top of the mountain. 
Thousands of sights had to be made. 
Of course when the geological survey 
about flve years ago established the 
exact elevation of Pikes Peak the en- 
gineers did not start at the sea level; 
they took the 
nearest 
pint 
to

peak which bad been previously deter- 
mined by former level surveys. When 
the summit of the peak w.is reached a 
bronze tablet with the following in- 
scription was cemented into the rock:

The cases of IJary and Thomas Dai- 
ton vs. John Vlahos

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—Two men are 


dying and two others are dangerous- 
ly wounded as a result of a pitched 
battle in which more than 
50 
shots 


were fired, in the cellar of a saloon at 
Fifth avenue and 137th street yester- 
day. 
More than a score of women fled 


from the place amid'a rain of bullets. 


Three negroes accused of the shoot- 


ing are in the Lenox avenue police 
station, having been "captured after a 
desperate battle in a barn, where they 
were cornered by three policemen. Otis 
"Shine" Wilson, 25, a negro of IS West 
134th street, is said to have started 
the trouble in the cellar cabaret of the

pital with bullets in his head, cheek 
and lungs. 


The actions of Wilson offended Wil- 


liam Kane, "Buddy" Jones and Claude 
Jones, al^so negroes, all of H and 15 
West 137th street. 
They are said to 


have armed themselves and. return- 
ing to the cabaret, opened lire on Wil- 
son. 


As soon as the shooting started there 


was a rush of 50 or 60 persons, who 
fought madly to get out of the place. 
Several persons drew revolvers, and 
in a few seconds the cellar-was filled 
with smoke.
